He  turned  to  teH  his  neighbor  what  he  had  seen, 
When  he  turned  back  toward  the  object,  it  had  disappeared,  The 
neighbor  sav?  notliing  unusual  at  all.  Investigation  revealed  no  other 
such  sightings.  It  would  be  unusual  for  an  object  described  as  being 
very  large  and  over  a heavily  populated  area  to  go  undetected.  The 
observed  object  could  hiavs  been  an  aircraft  viith  landing  lights  on 
flying  tovfard  the  observer  vrhich  would  make  it  appear  relatively 
staticr^ary.  coupled  '.d.th  a lack  of  corroborating 

evidence  of  a sighting  raises  a question  as  to  whether  the  jreport 
concems  a valid  UFO  within  the  definition  of  paragraph  lb,  AFR  200-2.
